(Included in this total of exports were 
$24,000,000.00 of re exports.) 

The total of Canada’s trade for 1928 
reached the tremendous figures ot 
$2,596,000,000.00 compared to $2,826,- 
Yor 1927, an increase of | 
$270,000,000.00, | 

With a population that ranks 28th | 
among the countries jf the world | 
Canada is fifth in total exports and} 
third in total turnover of trade. 

This huge volume of foreign trade 
is due mainly to three reasons. 

1. The rich natural resources or |

2. The great purchasing power ot 
the population. 

3. The great efforts it is making to 
increase the external trade of the 
Dominion.
